THE PRESIDENT’S SHOCK TROOPS 
There seems to be no end to President Hoov­ 
er’s resourcefulness. One after another he has 
broug ht forward proposals for combatting the 
economic ills th at afflict the country , nation­ 
wide in their scope, direct and forceful in their 
application, sound in their conception, business­ 
like in their method, each one supplementing 
all th at had g one before, all of them tog ether 
comprising the most complete prog ram of re­ 
construction, rehabilitation and recovery ever 
offered by any President in the history of the 
country . 
First there was the Unemploy ment Relief Or­ 
g anization, called into being as long ag o as last 
Aug ust in order that ample time mig ht be g iven 
to prepare for the demands that would be made 
upon it during the winter. Then there was the 
National Credit Association, org anized at the 
President’s sug g estion by the National banks* of 
the country in order that smaller banks, solvent 
but with slow assets, mig ht be carried throug h 
the crisis. Following this came the proposal to 
increase the capital of the Farm Loan banks in 
order th at they mig ht have funds to carry farm 
debtors throug h another crop y ear; the proposal 
to create a sy stem of Home Loan Discount banks; 
the proposal to. develop a plan to assure early 
distribution to depositors in closed banks; the 
proposal to create a Reconstruction Finance Cor­ 
poration to furnish necessary credit to the busi­ 
ness structure throug hout the country ; the pro­ 
posal to start a nation-wide drive ag ainst hoard­ 
ing ; and now the proposal to broaden the credit 
base in Reserve banks, a measure of such finan­ 
cial promise that the mere announcement of it 
was sufficient to increase the values of shares 
traded in on the New York Ex chang e $2,500,- 
000,000 in a sing le day . 
It is as if a g eneral in a g reat battle were 
bring ing up line after line of shock troops in a 
succession of assaults upon the enemy lines. 
And already the effects are being felt. The 
M anufacturer’s Record, purely a business publi­ 
cation, reports the industrial situation much im­ 
proved in many sections of the country and un­ 
employ ment waning . Automobile sales at recent 


annual shows in widely scattered parts of the 
United States showed an increase ov er last y ear. 
Henry Ford has announced plans for bringing 
out a new “ 8 ” and an improv ed “ 4” as a result 
of which sev eral thousand men are ex pected to 
be called back to the Ford works within a few 
day s. 
Coincident with this announcement come en­ 
couraging reports from other automobile manu­ 
facturers. The Hudson Motor Car Co., has re­ 
turned to a full eight-hour shift and six -day s-a- 
week schedule. The Packard Company reports 
the largest number of men on its pay roll in the 
last three y ears. Graham-Paige announces the 
largest force at work since J une, 19 30, and an 
increase in the February schedule necessitated by 
adv ance orders. Chry sler announces a February 
schedule calling for 40 per cent more cars than 
in J anuary . Chev rolet estimates its February 
production at 55,000 units. At the big hard wood 
mills J anuary orders were 7 6 per cent abov e 
production, and the soft wood mills make nearly 
as good a report. Surely these are signs that 
the business tide is rising. 
Another ev idence that the business morale of 
the country is being restored under the stimula­ 
tion of the great measures the President has pro­ 
posed and which through the * cooperation of 
Congress are being rapidly put into effect, is the 
fact that during the past few weeks less and less 
is being heard in the way of complaint of lack 
of leadership on the part of the President. And 
how, in all fairness, can such complaints be 
made? Conceding to Congress the fullest mea­ 
sure of credit for the non-partisan and patri­ 
otic attitude it has manifested, it y et remains 
true that the measures it has enacted originated 
in the White House and not in the Capitol. The 
President has been the leader, and fair-minded 
men ev ery where cannot do less than acknowl­ 
edge it. Whether the program he has presented 
accomplishes its purpose or not — and there is 
ev ery ev idence that it will — it cannot be denied 
that HE HAS A PROGRAM, and that is more 
than can be said of any other man or group of 
men. That is leadership.
